PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

DEFINED CONTRIBUTION PENSION PLAN 

WHEREAS, employees of the County of Cook are covered by a pension plan which is 
based on defined benefits rather than defined contributions; and 

WHEREAS, the current pension plan is a rather generous one which often allows County 
retirees to draw out a much greater amount than that which they have contributed; and 
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WHEREAS, the current pension plan provides no incentive for County employees to 
invest greater amounts in their own future; and 

WHEREAS, the current pension plan is one which places a great financial burden on the 
County taxpayers; and 

WHEREAS, the pension benefits for current County employees and retirees are 
guaranteed by the Illinois Constitution of 1970 and governed under 40 ILCS 5/9; and 

WHEREAS, it is possible for the Illinois General Assembly to create a new retirement 
system for new hires; and 

WHEREAS, it is crucial that the County create an alternative retirement package in order 
to reduce the burden placed on the taxpayers by the current system; and 

WHEREAS, a defined contribution retirement system would encourage County 
employees to contribute larger percentages to their salaries in order to yield greater 
benefits; and 

WHEREAS, any newly derived system should allow for greater employee involvement in 
investment decisions; and 

WHEREAS, such a system should be portable so that employees leaving County service 
could roll their benefits over to another system; and 

WHEREAS, the federal government adopted the Thrift Savings Plan, a portable, defined 
contribution plan for their employees in 1986, which allows participants to choose from 6 
alternative funds; and which currently covers more than 3 million participants; and 

WHEREAS, the federal government’s Thrift Savings Plan allows employees to contribute 
up to 10% of their salary to their retirement fund; and 

WHEREAS, the Thrift Savings Plan has been a massive success, and currently has 
approximately 3 million participants. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
does hereby urge the Illinois General Assembly to create a new defined contribution 
pension system for new hires in Cook County modeled after the Thrift Savings Plan for 
federal government employees in order to maximize County employee involvement in 
their retirement programs and reduce the costs of the pension system for Cook County 
taxpayers.
